The USSR 
realizes that the rrench people are opposed to both Communism and Fas- 
cism and must therefore be accorded special treatment if they are to 
accept the "new system." Capitalists, for example, must be given con- 
cessions not ordinarily permitted in Communistic countries. If de Gaulle 
attempts a coup d’etat with Anglo-Saxon aid, the Communists in Glance 
will start an immediate offensive and hope for Goviot assistance. 

(e) Greece . Greece is the current proving' ground for UL and UiSIi weapons 
of force and influence. Communists believe that the Ui is losing world 
prestige through her involvement in Greek internal problems and her 
inability to solve them in accordance with her own plans. The UGGK 
foresees the folio-wing solution to the Greek question: 

(1) a "democratic" government will be set up to tlx? territory presently 
occupied by trie Communists . 

(2) The Ubbu will then propose to the Ub a compromise calling for a 
Government of rational Unity in Greece. 

(3) The Ui> will accept the proposal.
